„Tue lists which will be open to the 
public are the official assessment lists, 
and they will show a complete history 
of each person’s transaction with the 
government in regard to income tax 
matters. The name and postoffice 
address will appear on the lists, as well 
as the amount paid on all original and 
additional assessments; also penalty 
and interest payments. It is the desire 
of the internal revenue service to af- 
ford every facility to persons seeking 
the information to which they are en- 
titled, and it is the intention to co- 
operate with the public to the fullest 
possible extent. 

“The assessment lists are, of 
course, the basis for all the collector's 
bookkeeping transactions, and any ad- 
ditional information that might be 
compiled would have to be taken from 
these lists. The opening of the official 
assessment lists to the public elimin- 
ates all possibility of errors that 
might be made in transcribing the in- 
formation and there can be o question 
whatsoever as to the authenticity of 
‘the information given the public.“
